This correspondence is provided in response to the Office communication mailed May 21, 
2002. The Office communication includes two distinct restriction requirements. Each restriction 
requirement asserts that the application contains claims directed to two patentably distinct species, 
and applicant has been instructed to elect a single disclosed species from each restriction 
requirement.

First Restriction Requirement 00 PI 

The first restriction requirement asserts that the application contains claims direged to the rn 

following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: p ^

I. A. The species wherein the first grid of holes includes holes spaced with eqSQ pitch in 
an x direction and in a y direction; and 

LB. The species wherein the first grid of holes includes holes spaced with non-equal 
pitch in an x direction and in a y direction. 

Applicant respectfully submits that only claim 36 recites the "equal pitch" limitation, and 
that only claims 37 and 38 recite the "non-equal" pitch limitation. The remaining claims, therefore, 
are generic claims that read on both Species LA and LB. ^/ 

In response to the first restriction requirement, applicant elects, without traverse, Species 
LB (Claims 30-35 and 37-47). 



Second Restriction Requirement 
The second restriction requirement asserts that the application contains claims directed to 
the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 
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II.A. The species wherein the at least one signal trace includes segments that are parallel 
and substantially 45 degrees to each other; and 

II.B. The species wherein the at least one signal trace includes at least one segment 
rotated substantially 22.5 degrees relative to the x direction. 

Applicant respectfully submits that only claim 33 recites the "parallel and substantially 45 
degree" limitation, and that claim 33 is the only claim limited to reading on Species II.A, and not 
Species II.B. The remaining claims, therefore, are either generic claims that read on both Species 
II.A and II.B, or are claims limited to reading on Species II.B. 

In response to the second restriction requirement, applicant elects, without traverse, Species 
II.B (Claims 30-32 and 34-47).
